The invention described in claim 2 appears to be novel and to involve an inventive step. 

The invention described in claim 2 employs an elastomeric material obtained by crosslinking with 
a metal ion an olefinic random copolymer copolymerized with a functional ring-shaped chemical 
compound indicated by general formula (1); none of the above documents cited in the ISR describes 
this point, nor would this be easy for a person skilled in the art to perform. 

(Claims 3-7) 

The inventions described in claims 3-7 appear to be novel and to involve an inventive step. 

The inventions described in claims 3-7 limit the invention of claim 2 by further including a 
thermoplastic resin or the like, by stipulating, with respect to its thickness, a laminated body, and 
by molding method. Therefore, for the same reasons given above, none of the above docimients 
cited ISR describes these matters, nor would they be easy for a person skilled in the art to perform. 
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
